— 2) HEREAS diverſe Seditious and Rebelliouſly affected perſons of Our County of Wilts, being 
N33 2 conſcious to have juſtly deſerved our high diſpleaſure and the puniſhment ofthe Lawes, have 
withdrawn chemtelves from their eſtares and dwellings in.that County,unto other parts, and 


(either perſonally, or by ſupplies of Money, and other Proviſions,) are in:Rebellion —_— US. 
And whereas by vertue of our Commitſhon, lately iflued under our Great Seal of England, the 
Lands of many ſuch Delinquents have been ſeized, and by Our Commilsioners diſpoſed 
and Let ar reaſonable and moderate rates, to ſeverall Tenants, who have agreed to pay 
theic Rents to Us and for Our uſe, untill che ſaid Rebellious Perſons ſhall ſubmit themlelvesto Legall Tryalls; Forthe 
better inablingcherefore, and incouragement of ſuch Tenants to performe their undertakings for Our ſervice, and thar 
henceforth they may be freed from that violence which the Souldiers of Qur Armies too frequently, withour command, 
have exerciſed upon poſſeſſors of Delinquents Lands; We doe hereby Declare, Thar all perſons whatſoever,as well ſuch 
sformerly held Lands of ſuch Delinquents, and now are,or hereafter by.agreements,as aforeſaid,or otherwiſe, ſhall be- 
come Our Tenants; 2s others, who have, or ſhall take ſuch eftares of Our Commilsioners in that County, ſhall be held, 
reputed, and eſteemed, fro be in our immediat ProteRion and Regard; Wherefore We Will, Require, and Command, 
| Officers and Souldiers of Our Armies, that they at any time preſumenot to doe wrong or dammage to their Perſons, 
Houſes, Cattell; Lands, or Goods; And that as much as may bepolsible, and the fervicewill permit, they forbeareat a- 
rycimeto Biller or Quarter themſelves or Horſes on them: but that in allchings ſuch reſpe&be had of them, andtheir 
welldoing, as is juſtly due ro perſons in Our ſpeciall Service and Protection. And We doe hereby farther Order and De- 
dare, Thar ifany (uch Officers or Souldiers, ſhall ( after notice that they are Our Tenants) incontempr of this Our Pro- 
damation, doe any Act whereby ſuch Perſons 6rany of them ſhall be damnified or oppreſſed, upondue information 
thercofgiven, they ſhall receive ſuch ſevere and exemplary;-pupiſhment as their Offences ſhall deſerve, Given at Owr 
Court at Oxfordthe fifth of March, inthe Ninteentbyeare of Oi Reigne, 1643.
